That difference in itself is not significant* i/hat is material is the large Goldwater 

vote in 1964 and Wallace's ballot spot not as ifia major-party Democrat but as' ^third-party. 

Yet with tioldwator cutting into hi3 vote in 1964 and tho advantage of ru nn i n g as a 

Semocrat this year, he didn't do nearly as well. 

When 

the enormous adued attention he lias gotten in the intervening eight years is 
considered, with tlie fact tiiat the Democrats are the majority party in iiaryland, George 
Wallace aliped badly hero. 

;h n voters did turn out. In each election district, the larger the percentage of 
registered voters w)io went to tlie polls, the larger the percentage of tho Wallace vote. 

Thi 3 means tiiat if tlie Hcdovem and ^u_phrey supporters stayed away from tho polls, 

Wallace's didn't. 

Further diminishing his political luster in a State where he has been popular is 
hi 3 non-populist reception in the urban areas, whore most blue-collar workers live. 

There his percentages wero smaller than in the rural areas, 3 ome of which he swept pretty- 
clean. 

In turn, this provokes wonder about the significance of bussing as a reason for 

major supp rt of Wallace. Rural lnrylanis children have been bussed long distances 

country 

since tho at. vent of tlie bus. Without bussing, r u r a l kids would have their higliWschool 
education limited in many cases to wliat can be provided in the disappeared one-room schools, 
Al obody wants this limitation on education* 

l.y wife was bussed 40 miles daily when she entered hi,ih school. >-rJ she and her iolks 
wero pretty happy about it. 
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While V/allaco got only two-fifths of the democratic vote f the Associated Press 
trumpeted his 11 2 to 1 Victory", nisleaoin^ly because his vote was twico tliat of the 
siaKi^rival. Portly percent is not a 2-1 lead* 

Dixon Depublicants went big for Wallace. All three leading Democrats outpulled the 
incumbent President. 

If much of his strength in the Democratic primary cano from cros3-ovors f a Washington 

supporters 

Post poll indicates that four out of five Wallace raters will vote for Dixon if Wallace 
is not the candidate. 

Especially with Wallace crippled, probably permanently, this might well lead to a a 
3 ccond-jiLace alliance with -humplirey, a prospoct before tho attenptou assassination. 

What a switch that would be for both men, the first overtly now covertly racist 
Wallace running number two to tho d^t^piirey who, in 1946, took the load in ending inner— 
party discrimiiiation against blacks! 

But if iiaryland i 3 a fair sample, the shrewd Wallace knows he lias slip, ed baoly. 

That and hi:: paralysis should make any Dumber Two spot more attractive to him. 
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
